Canada In Rubber Skins. .

The sled consist's of a narrow box t'ou 


feet long, the front half being e'overet 
or boxed"in, mounted on a floor'eigh 
Jeet long resting on runners. In thi 
box the passenger sits, wrapped in rab 
bit skins so that he can hardly move

In Sront and behind and on top of th 
box is (placed all the luggage, covered 
with canvas, and securely lashed, to 
withstand all the jolting and posslbl 
upsets, and our snow'Shoes within"easy 
reach. An important item is the- dog- 
whip,'terrible to the.dog if used by a 
skillful hand and" terrible to the usei 
if he be a novice; ior he is sure to hall 
strangle himself or hurt his own face 
with the business end of the lash. The 
whip had a handle nine inches long and 
lash 30 feet, aiid. weighed four pounds. 
The lash was of folded and plaited seal 
hide, and for fivfl feet from the handle 
measured five inches round, then for 14 
feet it gradually tapered off, ending in 
a single thong half an inch thick and 
It feet long. "Wonderful.the dexterity 
with which a driver pan pick out a clog 
with this lash. The lash must be trail- 
ing at full length behind, when' a jerk 
and turn of the-'wrist causes it to lly 
forward, the thick part first, and the 
tnpering and continuing the motion till 
it is at full length in front, and the lash 
making the fur fly from the victim. 
But often it is made to crack over the 
heads of the dogs as a warning. The 
11 dogs were harnessed to the front of 
the sled, each by a'separate thong of 
seal hide, all of different lengths, fas- 
tened to a light canvas harness. The 
nearest dog was oToout 15 feet from the 
sled, and the leader, with bells on her, 
about 50 feet, the thongs thus increas- 
ing in length by about three feet. When 
the thong is good the dogs spread out 
like the fingers of a hand, but when the 
snow is deep they fall into each other's 
tracks in almost single file. As they 
continually cross and recross each oth- 
er, the thongs get gradually plaited al- 
most u'p to the rearmost dog, when a 
halt is called, the dogs are made to lie 
down, and the driver carefully disen- 
taTigles them, taking care that no dog 
gets away meanwhile. They are guided 
by the voice, using "Husky,'' that is 
Eskimo, words; "owk," go to the 
right; "arrah," to the left, and "holt," 
straight on. But often one of the men 
must run ahead on snowshoes, for the 
dogs to follow him.—London (Ont.) 
Times.

letters relating-to the queen, herself, 
to her father's moral and financial 
shortcomings and to the scandalous ru-1 
mors that, connected his name with 
that of the duchess of Kent, rumors for 
which it scarcely is necessary to say 
there was no foundation sa.ve malice.—

The Australian scientist, Prof. Liver-

Tbe quantity of our export? of forest 


products for~the year ending June 30, 
1897, as compared with that of the pre- 
ceding year shows a gain of 100 per 
oent, according to the Chicago Timber- 
man. The. same authority says that 
the total value of exports of domestic 
forest and lumber pioducts for the 
year ending June 30, 1897, was $39,624,- 
800, 


The Ttmleiman is" the highest au- 


thority on the subject of forest pro- 
ducts and its figures are doubtless cor- 
rect. 
Assuming that 
they ure the 


necessity for protecting the lumber in- 
terests by placing a duty on foreign 
lumber is not apparent. Surely an ar- 
ticle of which we produce a surplus 
nud as bulky as lumber requires no 
protection from foreign competitors. 
Kaihoads afford all the protettion that 
n necessary for lumbei manufacturers 
in the interior and iE foreigners could 
purchase lumber on the seaboard in 
Cuuada, British Columbia or Mexico 
cheaper than in the United States they 
would not come here to load their ves- 
sels. The effect of the lumber tariff is 
to increase the price to home con- 
sumer?. Lumber is sold to foreigners 
on the seaboard as usual, but by lesson 
of the tariff a higher price is charged | 
home consumers. 


About $40,000,000 worth of lumber 


was exported from the United "States 
last year. This meant the denudation 
of a large area of forest. This denuda- 
tion has been encouraged by the tariff 
on lumber when at the same time the 
Omted States has a Forestry Commis- 
sion to protect the forests, and laws to 
encourage the growth of timber. 


Senator John P. Jones once said : "I 


would protect the forests of the United 
States to the greatest possible extent 
by letting lumber come in free; let 
other countries destroy their forests if 
they will to supply us with lumber. I 


- 
would let coal come in free; let other 
nations exhaust their mines if they 
please to furnish us fuel." Was the 
Senator right then or is the ^Republican 
party right now when it imposes a 
tariff on an aitiole of which we manu- 
facture enough to supply the home de- 
mand besides $40,000,000 worth a year 
for export?

This is substantially the 
status of the institution at this time 
The rates arc so low that the business 
clone 011 the (.heap goods and chattels 
of the poor could not possibly make the 
establishment self-sustaining; but peo- 
ple who have been "suddenly reduced 
in circunistanccs or who are tempoinrily 
ernbairassed, keep the'margins on the 
light side and tnable'the institution-to 
keep open without the aid of a subsidy 
In the year 1893 a total of 806,015 ar- 
ticles weie pledged, and of these 848^- 
562 were redeemed, a lemarkable re- 
demption as compared with the pi opor- 
tions ot the average pawnshop 
The 


unredeemed pledges wei e sold by pub- 
lic auction aud whenever they brought 
more than the face of the pledge the 
balance was set to the account of the 
pledger, to be refunded anv time with- 
in three years.
